New York, December 9.—The second 
day’s. meeting of the industrial depart- 
ment of the National Civic Federation 
hegan today with a large attendance. 
E.ix-President Grover. Cleveland was one 
of the early arrivals. He and Senator 
Hanna spent some time in conversation, 
after which Mr. Cleveland met a num- 
ber of other gentlemen. On entering the 
meeting hall he was greeted witis ap- 
plause. Immediately after his entrance 
Chairman Hanna called the meeting to 
order. The subject for discussion was 
“Restriction of Output,”’ and the first 
speaker was John R. Commons. 

The chairman then introduced Fred- 
erick Halsey, editor of The American Ma- 
chinist, whose topic was “The Premium 
Method of Payment.”’ 

' He said: 

“The system of premium,payment is in 
a sense intended to split the differences 
between day Work and piece work. By 
that I mean that it has at bottom a rate 
of payment per day. just like day work, 
but above that is placed an additional 
premium dependent upon the amount of 
output, the net result being that the em- 
ployees pay increases with the output, but 
none so rapiuiy as the ousput. In that 


respect it differs from piece work alone. 

“With piece work the pay is in propor- 
tion to the output. With premium pay- 
ment it increases with the output, but 


not so rapidly. The result is the employer 
gets part of the gain and the workman 
gets a portion of it. »The employer re- 
ceiving his portion in a reduction of the 


' cost of his goods. Therefore, in a sense, 


the system is cooperatiye.”

The British-German Side. 


There are comparatively few white 


' British subjects In Caracas, probably less

than fifty. _The Caracas and La Guayra 
railroad {s a British concern and its gen- 
eral manager and other high officials 
are Englishmen. There are a large num- 
her of natives of the British West In- 
dian islands in Venezuela, especially in 
Caracas. They are negroes with few ex- 
ceptions. A census of 1894 gives 6,154 
British subjects in Venezuela. This num- 
ber includes a great many of the island- 
ers, as well as the British population in 
the territory awarded to Great Britain. 

The Germans in Caracas are much 
more numerous. They are found at the 
head of important commercial houses and 
banking institutions. The railroad from 
Caracas to Valencia is a German con- 
cern, 

The census of 18% places the number 
of Germans in Venezuela at 962. 

A dispatch from Caracas dated Decem- 
ber 8 said that ths British minister to 
Venezuela, W. H. D. Haggard, and the 
German charge d’affaires, Herr von. Pil- 
grim Baltazzi, left Caracas tHat after- 
noon for La. Guayra. The port of Cara- 
cas, where Mr. Haggard went on board 
the British cruiser Vineta. The German 
and British legations in Caracas were 
closed, Consequently the members of the 
legation staffs of these countries are 
probably: not included among the men ar- 
rested Tuesday.

THINK MINERS 
GAVE POISON 


Stomach and Liver of A, B. 
Marston Will Be Examined 
by Experts. 


Pittsburg, Kans., December %$.—The 
stomach. and liver of A. B. Marston, 
assistant general manager of the Texas 
and Pacific Company, who died here sud- 
denly, have been sent to Kansas City for 
chemical analysis. The circumstances of 
his death and the condition of the stom- 
ach lead to the belief that death was 
caused by arsenical poisoning. 

Marston came here to procure negro 
miners to be shipped to Thurber, Tex., 
and evidence was brought forth at the 
inquest to show that persons in Texas 
were bitterly “opposed to the importation 
of the negroes; but Richard Hayden, a 
young negro who accompanied Marston 
from Texas, swore that he did not know 
that his employer, had any enemies. 

It is thought the poison may have 
been contained in a bottle of mineral 
water purchased in South McAlester, Ind. 
T. The water remaining in the bottle 
will be analyzed. Marston had not been 
subject to sudden sickness, and there is 
no indication of suicide.

FOR DAYS AND NIGHTS

Every Mountainous Wave Would 
Sweep Them from the Water- 
Logged Vessel—Make 
Port at Last. 


Newport News, Va., December 9$.—The 
British schooner Elam, Captain Beards- 
ley, entered today in a disabled condition, 
after having one of the roughest voyages 
up the coast that a crew ever Ifyed to tell 
of. The foremast, two jids and the rudder 
of the vessel are gone. 

The schooner ts loaded with $7,000 worth 

of cocoanuts; loaded at Baracoa, Cuba, 
for New York. She sailed from Baracoa 
ohn Nevember &%, and did not reach the 
capes until Sunday. The storm coming 
up the coast Tuesday struck the vessel 
and carried away the foresall, jibs and 
rudder, leaving her in this dismant 
condition to face the still heavier gale 
which struck her Wednesday and Thurs- 
day. The crew managed to rig up a jufy 
rudder and the voyage up the coast was 
continued. 
- Captain Beardsley says that he spoke 
two steamers, but that the sea ran so high 
that {t was absolutely impossible for eith- 
er of them to get a jine to him, and he and 
his crew had almost giverr themselves up 
for lost when the gale abated. A whale- 
back ‘steamer belonging to the Standard 
Oll Company was one of the two sighted, 
and she lay by the schooner all Wednes- 
day night, although she could render no 
assistance. 

When the capes were finally reached 
Sunday the crew breathed freely once 
miGre, feling that they would “probably ~ 
never be nearer death again than they 
had heen during the week. As soon as 
possible a tug was secured and the vesse! 
was towed into this port. The captain 
says that he did not sleep over twee 
hours during the whole voyage, and that 
his men fared litle better.

Res stance, 


Details of the Successful Advance 
Upon the Town Give an Idea 
of the Care with Which the 
Maneuvers Wére Planned 
and Executed. 


Mayaguez, Porto Rico, December 9.~A 


notable victory was achieved this morn- 


ing by Admira] Sumner, in command of 
the waite squadron, with the Iowa, Illi- 
nois, \Albany and Chicago. 

He captured Mayaguez without resist- 
ance at 6:24 o’clock this morning, and im- 
mediately mined the harbor. The Nash- 
ville and the Eagle subsequently entered 
the channel and reported that fae At- 
lanfa and San Francisco had last been 
geen, off Ponce, and that they pernaps 
had been overtaken. 

Admira}] Sumner’s victory was. due to 
the carefuj execution of his plans. At 
Trinidad he directed the waite squadron 
to proceed to a point within a circle, with 
a radius of 720 miles, the center of which 
was latitude 15 and longitude #4. The 
white squadron was reported to Admir&l 
Higginson, commanding the blue, or op- 
posing squadron, at 6 o’clock in the af- 
ternoon of December 5. 

Admiral’s Sumner’s objective point was 
Mayaguez, Guinnalla, Ponce, Ensenada 
or Culebra. : 

Under the rules tne white squadron 
would win if it entered the port’ select- 
éd and worked for one hour laying mines 
before the arriva] of a blue squadron 50 
per cent superior, or if it entered its har- 
bor and completed the work of mining 
before the arrival of a blue squadron 
double its strength. 

While at Trinidad Admiral Sumner 
found that Admiral Crowninshield, com- 
manding the European squadsgon, with 
which the South Atlantic squadron com- 
bined, had prepared a plan of procedure 
similar to his own. Having ascertained 
that the Nashville, Atlanta, San Fran- 
cisco and Eagle were slow, Admiral 
Crowninshield suggested that upon the 
arrival of the squadron within the curve 
these vessels be detached and ordered ta 
proceed, deployed as scouts, by the near- 
est course to a point 100 miles south of 
the eastern end of Porto Rico, and then 
north to a point 2 miles southeast of 
Ponce, in order to deceive the enemy as 
to the whereabouts and intention of the 
remainder of the squadron. 

The white squadron sailed from Trin- 
idad the morning of December 5. The 
Iowa, Albany, Illinois and Chicago, form- 
ing an indented column, left the remain- 
der of thé squadron and steamed at the 
rate of 12 knots an hour to latitude 14.40, 
longitude 657.24, which point they reached 
at 6 o’clock in the afternoon of Decem- 
ber 56. The four vessels then steamed 
north in line with the island. The great- 
est care was exercised to prevent discov- 
ery. No lights were shown and only 
small red and blue flags were uséd. The 
flag officers did their night signaling 
by whisties and shielded lights. There 
Was clear weather throughout the run. An 
especially careful watch was kept De- 
cémber 7, when the four vessels were 
due north of Culerra islan& which Ad- 
miral Sumner supposed to be the center 
of the north and south line of the blue 
scouts. In order to avoid these scouts. 
Admiral Sumner kept over 200 miles 
away from the land. On December 8 
the Iowa, Albany, Illinois and Chicago 
Yan parallel with the north short of 
Porto Rico unti! directly north of the 
Mona passage, when they turned to the 
south, with the intention of making San- 
to mingo, sneaking along the shore of 
¢ island and making a dash across the 
Mona passage, under forced draught to 
Mayaguez. 

When entering the Mona passage, at ? 
o'clock this morning, the squadron stop- 
ped for a short time. No blue scouts 
were sighted until dawn glowed in the 


PIRATES BOLD 


SCOURGE SEAS: 


In Philippine Waters They 
Take Ships as In 
Days of Old. 


Victoria, B. C., December 9.—The steam- 
er Shawmut, from Manila, brought news 
of piracy in the Philippines, the despera- 
does being led by an American. The brig 
Maricia, bound from Cataunuan, Taya- 
bas province, for Manila, had beaten up 
the coast and was becalmed off Cavite 
bay. She had as passengers five Chinese 
merchants, 
Manila to purchase goods, “ 

During the. night a sloop came along- 
side and six men climbed over the rail 
and immediatel¥ overpowered the Chinese 
crew, binding all hands with ropes. One 
of these men was an American dressed in 
the garb of an Inspector of constabulary. 
Two of his followers also wore constab- 
ulary uniforms and carried revolvers, as 
did the American. The remaining three 
Filipinos were armed with bolos. Upon 
the pirates reaching the deck of the 
Maricia the leader claimed he was a 
board of health inspector and intended to 
search the vessel for arms and ammuni- 
tion. After the crew had been over- 
powered the Chinese were brought forth 
and at the point of drawn revolvers 
were made to give up their monéy, about 
$17,000. 

The pirates embarked in their boat 
again, and, heading towards Cavite, 
threatened to kill all hands on board if 
they did not keep quiet. When the ves- 
sel arrived at Manila the customs officers 
were informed, but no clew was found to 
the robbers.

New York, December 9.—New York and 
New England have experienced during the 
past twenty-four hours the coldest weath- 
er for many years. In this city it was 
the coldest December 9 in twenty-six 
years;\the thermometer régistering in that 
year 8 above zero.

It is next to impossible to pro- 
gure coal from local dealers and many 
cases of extreme suffering have been re- 
ported. 

No Fuel for Schools. 

Portland, Me., December 9.—The ther- 
mometer at sunrisé today ranged from 
10 to 15 below zero in the city. In twelve 
hours the temperature fell about 4 de- 
grees. 

At Lewiston and Auburn the weather 
record was 20 degrees below zero. Most 
of the schools in these places were closed 
for lack of fuel. 

Thirty Degrees Below. 

Saratoga, N. Y., December 9.—The mer- 
cury recorded 30 degrees below here dur- 
ing the night. Other towns in this sec- 
tion reported. from 28 to 32 degrees be- 
low zero. There is a scarcity of coal] in 
many places, 

Trains Delayed by Blizzard. 

Cleveland, December 9.—Trains arriv- 
ing in this city from the east today were 
from one to three hours late, owing to the 
heavy snow and sharp drop in tempera- 
ture.

Scranton, P@., December 9.—Tales of 
evictions from houses owned by G. B. 
Markle, the narration of the death of 
a wife as a result of an enforced re- 
moval from her home, and the story 
of a mother whose husband was killed 
in the Markle mines, of how she and 
her two boys struggled years to pay the 
Markles the back rent and coal bill she 
owed them, were the principal features of 
“today’s sessions of the coal strike com- 
mission. The testimony as presented by 
some of the witnesses, whose lives are 
given up to the coal mining industry, 
was at “times pathetic and surprising to 
the commissioners, who listened to it 
with undivided attention. — 

After closing the Markle case the rep- 
resentatives of the miners. called wit- 
nesses who had formerly been employed 
in the mines: of several companies to 
show that a black list existed, and that 
some of the companies had broken the 
agreement which ended the strike and 
resulted in the appointment of the arbi- 
tration commission. It is the intention 
of the lawyers for the miners to take 
up tomorrow the conditions at the col- 
lieries of the Lehigh Valley company and 
others in the Hazleton region. 

Thirteen Years for Debt. 

Mrs. Kate Burns, of Jeddo, told a story 
of how she: and her two boys worked 
thirteen years to pay off an accumulated 
house rent and coal bill due to the Mar- 
kle company, the narration . of which 
aeeply interested the commissioners. She 
Was examined by Lawyer Darrow, and 
in answer to his questions she said her 
husbant was an gngineer inside the 
Markle mines. The husband wag killed 
underground, leaving her with four chil- 
dren, the eldest of which was a boy of 
eight years. The company never offered 
her a penny, but the employees gave her 
about $180 to defray the funeral ex- 
penses. After her husband had been 
killed she moved from her four-room 
house into one containing only two, one 
room above the other, and for the next 
six years she struggled as best she could 
to get along. She took in washing, scrub- 
bed for the neighbors, and once in a 
while she was given work cleaning the 


office of the Markle company. When the 
eldest child was 14 years old she sent him 
to the mines. At the end of the first 
month the lad. brought home his wage 
statement, showing that the mother owed 
$396 for back rent. The boy’s wages for 
the month had been taken off the bill 
and he came home empty-handed. In 
the course of time her next boy was 
old enough to earn a living and he, too, 
was sent.to the colliery. 

Like the older brother, the second boy 
received mo pay, his earnfhgs being de- 
ducted for rent. The mother, on the 
witness stand, was by this time welling 
up, and when she added that the money 
she earned for cleaning the Markle office 
was never given her, but kept by .the 
company for rent, the commissioners 
Jooked at one another in surprise. She 
said it took the three of them thirteen 
years to make up the debt. ? 

Death of Rice Announced. 

When the strike commission opened its 
session today H. C. Reynolds, one of the 
attorneys for the independent operators, 
announced the death of Dr. J. N. Rice, 
an independent operator who was a 
party to the arbitration scheme and was 
prominent in the present negotiations. 
Chairman Gray, of the commission, ex- 
pressed sorrow at the death of Dr. 
Rice. 

In a few well chosen words Judge Gray 
called attention to the uncertainty of life 
and reminded all who are parties to the 
controversy that they may at any mo-

He wal fol- 
lowed by Henry Coll, another Markle 
miner. who told how his family, includ- 
ing his mother in law, who was a hun- 
dred years old, were set out on the road 
with their household goods. He gdve a 
graphic description ef how he was in- 
jured many times. He said one of his 
legs was no better than 4 wooden one; 
he had only one eye, his hand had been 
erushed, his ribs broken and skull frac- 
tured. The company gave him nothing 
until the ‘employees took up a. collection 
for him: then he was given $0. 

After being on the injured list for two 
years, the company took qut of this 
collection the rent he owed. 

In answer to other questions he said he 
was one of the thirteen evicted by the 
Markle company. The only rent he owed 
was for the months during the strike. 
The company gave no reason for evicting 


him. 
A Pathetic Story. 
Then followed the most pathetic story 
yet fold the commission. The old miner, 
decrepit from many injuries, told under 


examination of how the eviction Was car- : 


ried out. The wife was sick and her 
1-year-old mother was blind and un- 
able to walk. The day “on which they 
were thrown out was rainy. He took 
them the best he could to Hazleton, 7 
miles away, and placed them in a cold, 
damp, empty house. This was last month, 
when the atmosphere on the Hazleton 
mountain was quite cold. His wife be- 
came-worse. Medical aid was kindly fur- 
nished free by a Hazleton doctor, but it 
id not help her much. 

“She was greatly worried hecause of 


our having been turned out of the house, 
and one night,”’. the witness said between 
sobs, “she diel.” 

“She died?” said Judge Gray, who was 
pacing to and fro across the room, and 
who quickly turned when he heard the 
man’s last words. 

“Yes, she died, and I buried her yes- 
terday.”’ : 

All the commissioners and mdny of 
those in the court room were much af- 
fected by the old miner’s story. The wit- 
ness went on to say that he did not know 
whether the centenarian was alive today 
or not.

Wasitington, December 9.—The senate 
Cevolea most of the day to the immigra- 
tfon bill, and adopted a number of 
amendments’ offered by Mr. Burton, of 
Kansas, to admit Chinese laborers to 
dawali,.- which met with considerabiz 
opposition and finally leid on the table. 
The provision in the’ bill prohibiting the 
sale of liquor in the capitol building 
caused a little flurry and criticism of the 
fiouse for putting it in the bill. The pro- 
vision, however, was not stricken out. 
During the day the military bill was dis- 
cussed. It will be taken up again Thurs- 
ary. 

An amendment to the immigration bill, 
offered by Mr. Bailey, of Texas, Was 
adopted, providing that skilled labor may 
be imported if labor of like kind cannot 
be found in this country. 

The amendment prohibiting the sale of 
liquors in the capitol] was taken up, and, 
Mr. Berry, of Arkansas, declared that the 
capitol was not the proper place to run 
a saloon. 

Mr. Penrose, answering him, said the 
paragraph was stricken out because the 
committee thought 4t was not a proper 
place for it. 

Mr. Bailey, of Texas, contended that 
each house of congress had authority to 
act In the matter without any law of 
congress. 

Tillman and Liquor. 

Tillman said he wanted a little 
light on tha subject. He had been in- 
formed, he said, that no liquor was sold 
in the senate end of the capitol. 

“The house is simply playing a hypo- 
critical game before the people,’’ said he, 
‘and endeavoring to gnake the senate to 
attend to its morals.” 

The amendment was rejected, which 
has the effect of retaining the clause 
in the »vill prohibiting the sale of liquor 
in the capitol. - 

Mr. Burton sought to secure action 
on his amendment, but Mr. Mitchell, of 
Oregon, of the committee on Pacific 
islands and Porto Rico, interposed an 
objection on the ground that his cuinmit- 
tee should first consider it. The amend- 
ment had the effect of opening up the 
discussion of the Chinese question, séev- 
era] senators participating in the debate. 

Mr. Burton declared that the Hawaii-

Poor Lo Must Plow. 

The lately issued annual report of 
the commissioner of Indian affairs has 
sadly perturbed those well-meaning 
but mistaken people who band them- 
selves together in Indian rights and 
Indian protective societies for the pur- 
pose of influencing Uncle Sam to al- 
low the ignoble aboriginal to loaf 
around the reservation and draw 
government rations. The Indian 
bureau gives it out flat that Poor 
Lo wiil have to “root hog or die” 
henceforth. No more will he be per- 
mitted to run down a consumptive- 
looking contract steer and gorge him- 
self upon the steaming raw entrails 
thereof, while his pack cf mangy curs 
snarl over the porterhouse and tender- 
loin. The “beef issue,” with its re- 
volting sights, is a thing of the past, 
and if he of the “untutored mind” will 
not take up the agricultural yoke, he 
will have to diet on Gila monsters and 
cactus pears. The Indian long since 
overworked his graft. 

We talk about the pension burden, 
but this same Lo has cost the nation 
a good deal more than a cool billion 
dollars. And with all the treasure lav: 
ished on him, what has he to show for 
it? A plug hat, perchance, in gro- 
tesque contrast with a red horse 
blanet. The noble red man ias been 
tried as a farmer.

All forms and methods of 
education have been tried on him. 
With unimportant exceptions, the In- 
dian has neither learned nor cared to 
learn. If he could run a tolerable fur- 
row under the eye of the government 
farmer, he forgot how tne moment he 
was left to himself. If he w&t east 
te a training school, he discarded his 
white man’s knowledge with His stand- 
ing collar when he returned to his 
tribe and its primitive customs. 

It is 12‘r to presume that the cod- 
dling policy of the government, so 
long persisted in, despite acknowl- 
edged failure, through sheer senti- 
mentalism, has given the Indian cause 
to elect not to plow or utilize other 
civilized handicraft or knowledge. A 
white man coddled in the same way 
would be just as worthless. Free ra- 
tions, clothing and shelter can never 
be made compatible with honest indus- 
try and self-reliant manhood. The In- 
dian is human enough to make the 
most of a soft thing.

We confess the enormousness.of the 
figures exhibited staggered us, The 
Statist estimates that British interests 
alone on the scene of the late armed 
struggle will aggregate something more 
than $1,500,000,000, gauged by actual 
market valuations. By. way of detail, 
this high authority explains that there 
are 301 mining and mining exploration 
companies, with a nominal capital of 
$460,000,000 and a market valuation of 
about $9s80,000,000- Thirty-six invest- 
ment companies represent a nominal 
capital of a little less than $124,000,000 
and a market valuation of some,$500,- 
000,000. Thirteen land companies rep- 
resent a nominal capital of almost $39.- 
000,000, with $90,000,000 market value. 
The vast riches of the Transvaal can 
be vaguely imagined from these fig- 
ures. 

The British tax-payers who are not 
financially interested in the subju- 
gated republics of South Africa are 
clamorous for a stiff tax rate on the 
securities enumerated, while British 
investors in them are as clamorous 
for lenient treatment in this respect.

CONTRACTS—LEGAL HOLIDAY—EN- 
FORECEMENT. 


Defendant had agreed to purchase cer- 
tain stock if tendered on January 1, 18%. 
January 1 was a legal aoliday. It was 
provided by statute that negotiable paper 
falling due on a holiday should be deemed 
payabie on the next succeeding business 
day; and that holidays should be consid- 
ered as Sunday so far as the transaction 
of business in the puwblic offices of the 
State was concerned. January 2, 1838, 
fell upon Sunday. Plaintiff tendered tne 
stock on January 3, 1893, but defendant 
refused to receive it, and an action was 
brought to recover damages for tais 
breach of the contract. Held, that the 
action could not be maintained.

A REMARKABLE WRIT—ROBBERS 
AS PARTNERS. 

In the court of exchequer there is (says 
The Westminster Gazette) a Very re- 
markable wfit. lt was filed on October 3, 
174. by John Everit against Joseph Wil- 
liams. Tae statement of claim is a very 
lengthy one; it sets fortly the fact with 
much clearness that both men were high- 
way robbers, and that a partnership exe, 
tgted between them for tne purpeses of 
carrying on business as highwaymen. 
The partnership terminated within one 
year of its inception. Everit suedg his 
partner for 000, “being for moneys 
wrongfully appropriated’ to defendant's 
private pufse.” The action was adjudged 
to be a gross contempt of court, and the 
plaintiff was ordered to pay all the costs, 
while the solicitors wao served the writ 
were fined £50 each; one of the solicitors, 
& man named Wreathcock, refused to pay 
the fine, and was sent to prison for six 
months.

The general appropriations bill was re- 
ported back to the senate yesterday with 
the recommendation that it be passed 
as amended, and was made the spectal 
order for this morning immediately after 
the reading of the journal. 

The appropriations committee held a4 
final session just before the senate con- 
vened and went over several sections 
of the bill. Only one change of any 
consequence was made, however. The 
committee became convinced that its cut 
of one-half in the military appropriation 
was too great, and it inereased the 
amount from $10,000 to $18,000. This is 
only $2,000 less than the amount given 
by the house.

By a unanimous vote the house yester- 
day morning passed the bill by Mr. Brin- 
son, of Decatur county, to prohibit the 
sale of adulterated sirup under the guise 
of being the pure article. 

Much discussion was indulged in by 
the members of the house over the meas- 
ure and it was passed in substitute form, 
the substitute being offered by the author 
of the original bill. Amendments that 
were proposed were all voted down. 
The bill is of geyeral importance and 
interest. If passed by the senate and 
approved by the governor it becomes 
effective September 1, 1903, and stipulates 
that on and after that date it shall be 
unlawful for any one to sell, advertise 
for saie or offer for sale within the lim- 
its of the state any adulterated or mixed 
sirup whatever, except at the time of sale 
or offer of sale the percentage of such 
adulteration or admixture is clearly 
stamped on the receptacie containing the 
sirup. 

According to the bill the terms “adul- 
terated,’’ ‘‘mixture” or “admixture” ap- 
ply to all mixtures of two or more ingre- 
dients differing in their nature or qual- 
ity, such as sugar cane sirup, maple 
Sirup, molasses or glucose. The meas- 
ure also makes it unlawful to sell any 
sirup branded “cane sirup,” “ribbon cane 
sirup,’’ “Georgia cane sirup,” ‘‘pure cane 
sirup,’’ which contains any other ingre- 
Gient other than that resulting from the 
boiling of the pure juice of the sugar 


taken. 


To Confiscate Stock. 

In the event that any one shall offer 
adulterated sirup not stamped in aecord- 
ance with the requirements of the act, 
such stock shall be confiscated or de- 
Stroyed, in the discretion of and under 
authority of the ordinary of the county 
in which the find is made. The proceeds 
of the sale of the stock confiscated is to 
go to the common school fund of that 
county, except a certain amount to pay 
the necé8sary costs of the sale. 

Persons or corporations found guilty 
of a violation of the provisions of the act 
are to be guilty of a misdemeanor and 
shall be punished for each offense by a 
fine of not less than $200 nor more than 
$1,000, or imprisonment in the county jail 
or chaingang for a term ‘not less than ten 
days nor longer than twelve months, 
either or both, in the discretion ‘of. the 
court. . 

The measure provides that in all cases 
where fines are imposed and collected 
the sum of $50 shall be paid the in. 
formant. 

The committee on rules reported rec- 
ommending that the house resolution by 
Messrs. West and Mitchell to appoint a 
text. book commisston be made the spe- 
cial order for immediate consideration. 
Considerable discussion resulted ahd 
when a yote was taken Speaker Morris 
announced that as a three-quarter yote 
had not been recorded the report of :the 
committee ‘was not sustained. Mr. Cann, 
of Chatham, made the point that a re- 
port of the committee on rules was like 
the report. of any other committee and 
did not require anything other than a 
majority vote. The point was not sus- 
tained. 

The next bill sought to be made a spe- 
cial order by the committee was that by 
Mr. Brinson, of Decatur, to regulate the 
sale of Georgia cane sirup. Mr. Brinson 
declared that the bill was really the only 
agricultural measure’that had got be- 
fore the house and he hoped it would be 
given consideration at this time. 

Mr. Howell, of Meriwether, said it was 
very necessary that action contemplated 
by the bill be taken, He said he had vis- 
ited one of the female colleges of the 
state and found that the teeth of many 
of the prettiest girls were black from 
eating adulterated sirup. 

The house voted to make the bill the 
special order for consideration at once. 

The original measure made it unlawful 
for any one to sell adulterated sirup in 
the state that was labelled ‘“‘Pure Geor- 
gia Sirup,’’ unless the public was put 
on notice that it as adulterated. A 
substitute was offered making the bill 
effective on and after September 1, 1903, 
and making it unlawful to sell any adul- 
terated sirup unless so labeled, the 
analysis and various mixtures being 
stamped’ on the receptacle holding the 
sirup. Several amendments to the meas- 
ure were proposed. 

Debate was restricted to 16 minutes for 
each speaker and the previous question 
was to be called at 12 o'clock. Mr. Sla- 
ton, of Fulton, asked what difference ex- 


proposed substitute. Mr. Brison, the au- 
tnor of both, made the desired explank- 
tion. 

Hie said the original bill made the act 
operative immediately upon its passage 
and approval by the governor, while the 
substitute madé it effective beginning 
next September. Consumers of what pur- 
ported to be pure Georgta cane sirup in 
this state, and every state of tMe union, 
would be protected under the provisions 
of the bill, because they would know that 
they were getting absolutely pure sirup.

” ARE LEADERS IN RACE 


The Forty«Seventh hiss of the Madison Square Race 
Finds Seven Teams Leading and Three Others — 
| Are One Lap to the Rear. 


By Joe Nelsan. 


Madison Square Garden, New York, 
December 9.—(Special.)}—At the close of 
the second day of the international cycle 
team race at the Garden ten teams re- 
main in the contest, seven being tied for 
firat Place and three others only one lap 
behind. 

The riders settled down to steadly work 
oday, riding in long stretches and riding 
as much as possible. Few attempts at 
lap gaining were made, although Lean- 
der gained over one-half of a lap, com- 
ing back to the field after a very stern 
chase. This was one of the best spurts 
of the race, and Leander’s ease of ped- 
aling and general action on the wheel 
made him a warm favorite with many. 

McFarland will probably also rank as 
favorite at the finish, for the Californian 
improved vastly today over his lame 
showing yesterday. It is said that Mc- 
Farland anticipates trouble from no one 
more than Leander. 

The riders are saving themselves by 
doing as little sprinting as possible, yet 
they break from their 15-mile an hour 
gait occasionally to indulge in the wild- 
est sort of races, 

Leander, in picking up his mate, Krebs, 
today ran away from the field with ease 
and gained a half lap and over. He was 
overhauled after a chase in which the 
strongest member of each team came to 
the front. Peterson, Stinson and many 
others had to give way to their stronger 
mates, for some of the teams are being 
saved through the efforts of the stronger 
member. 

After Karl Kaser had quit the race ear- 
ly today it was found that the Swiss 
rider had a rib broken. He suffered so 
that he could not be moved. Yet Kaser 
remained in the race for ten hours after 
the aceident and through sheer pluck 
would not complain, 

The reported fatal injury of six men 
today in a fall, in which all the riders 
but one took part, and the report that 
John Bedell had been knocked uncon- 
scious, are false: Bedell, Turville and 
Maya fell and none were at all injured. 

There was not another serious disaster 
all day long. All the riders fear a fall. 
as thet? fear the plague, and refuse to 
take any chances. 

Representatives of Parisian tracks are 
at the cycle race fighting for the signa~ 
tures of prominent riders. The Buffalo 
track at Paris has secured the contract 
for Nelson, dnd also clatms one with an- 
other prominent rider, who has not yet 
signed. 

Walthour is reported to have agreed 
to ridé Sundays and to be in Paris in 
July to race on the Parie des Princes 
track. Thé soytherner thus sets aside 
his old scruples against racing on the 


day of worship.

How Favorites Are Pickeed. 

Bach year in these international six~- 
day races the public forms its favorites 
from the make up of the team without 
tne slightest reference to the former 
teams known in other years. As a matter 
of fact teams are not maintained as 
teams from y to year, the riders shilft- 
ing round to ther mates invariably. 
There is but one really authenticated 
team in this race with.a record of work 
together, and that is McFarland and 
Maya, who won tae Boston race of last 
year. Without an exception throughout 
the Hist the teams are all new ones and 
the strength of each is judged by acding 
the power of the two together just as two 
ang two added together make four. Tae 
successful team is not composed of two 
sprinters, nor is it composed of two plug- 
gers, but it is composed of one man capa- 
ble of strong sprinting and one man capa- 
‘le of doing long, hard work. On the 
successful team one man takes the heavy 
work and the other is saved in this way 
for gprinting. When hard pressed the 
plugger calls for his mate, wao is quick-

Should this oceur and the try for a lap 
be successful, the lap is always disal- 
lowed by the referee. 
Batchelder, the Referee. 

The race is refereed by A. G. Batchel- 
der, chairman of the board of control of 
the National Cycling Association, who 
Selects two boards of referees for the 
twelve-hour shifts of the day. The ref- 
erees act upon al! protests and make all 
no appeal, 
Mr. Batchelder is supreme’ over these 
Officials. The scoring is in the hands of 
F’. Ed Spooner,.who has scored all of the 
big races since 189% all over the country. 
Mr. Spooner has a corps. of assistants 
who have had experience in the work in 
previous years. The chief scorer lis on 
hand day and night throughout the rac 
and at all times prepared for trouble. 
The scorers. are located in the royal 
boxes at the Fourth avenue end of the 
building. ,These boxes look down upon 
the bank’ and every foot of the track 
may bé clearly seen from them. The 
score igs posted every hour on a big black 
board away up near the roof, the hour 
score being sent up on a trolley to the 
board and on another trolley to the office 
of the chief scorer at the foot of the 
bank, where it is given out to the press 
stand. The press men have large and 
roomy quarters divided into two parts, 
one for the workers and the other for 
the non-workers. The scoring of the race 
costs annually almost as much as is 
received by the winning team in the 
race. Throughout the building hundreds 
of men are employed in various capaci- 
ties, as guards on gates, on the stair- 
ways, as ushers and in hundreds of other 
positions. These men all work in twelve- 
hour shifts. Messrs. Powers and Ken- 
nedy, the managers of the race, and for 
ten years the promoters, are here, there 
and evenywhere with no stated position 
where they maybe found, and those 
seeking these busy men have a rather 
warm hunt oftentimes. Hundreds of 
press men are in attendance all the time 
and the telegraph wires are going night 
and day for the entire week, the evening 
New York papers requiring an entirely 
new story almost every hour from early 
morning until the midnight edition. 

Last year the total attendance at the 
race was about 100,000 and there is prets 
ty good indication that these figures will 
be qurpassed this’Season. The profits of 
last year—$32,000 on the race itself and 
$10,000 on the privileges—will also be 
beaten in all probability.

Mr. Porter had expected to go to Co- 
lumbus vesterday morning at 5:20 o'clock 
to install some machinery in a mill at 
that place. Ata jafe hour last night his 
friends had not heard from him and a 
special from Columbus to The. Constitu- 
tion stated that he had not registered at 
a hotel and had not visited the mill. 

These facts, coupled with the statement 
of firemen as to the difficulty they expe- 
rienced in arousing guests at the WIl- 
Hams house, gives ground to fhe possi- 
bility of his having perished in the burn- 
ing building. 

On the other hand, it is stated that it 
was not necessary for Mr. Porter to re- 
port to the Atlanta office and it is alto- 
gether possible that he has visited some 
other point without having notified the 
officials here. While his friends are con- 
siderably worried about him, they hold 
out the belief and the hope*that he left 
Atlanta yesterday morning for some point 
as yet unknown to them. 

Mr. Cothran Talks. 

J. S. Cothran, Atlanta representative of 
the American Moistening Company, when 
seen last night said: 

“We were uneasy today when we learn-

“!l was talking with’Mr. Porter iast 
night and he stated that he would spend 
the night at the Hotel Marion.

I also visited the 
Williams house No. 3 and recognized his 
signature on the register. Ft may be 
that he has gone somewhere else, and, 
thinking that we believed him to have 
spent the night at the Marion, had no 
idea we would be uneasy and consequent- 
ly did not wire us.’’

Chief Joyner gives it as his opinion that 
no one was burned in the hotel, although 
early yesterday morning the caief was 
doubtful if all of the guests had es- 
caped. At the time the second extra of 
The Constitution was issued, Chief Joy- 
ner and others believed that several of 
the guests had failed to make their es- 
cape from tne burning building 

Up to last night, however, none of the 
guests, with the exception of J. F. Porter, 
had been reported missing. The attaches 
of the hotel and a number of firemen 
went through tae building, shortly after 
the discovery of the fire, knocking and 
kicking on the doors to wake the guests. 


The firemen ‘went through the annex, in 
the rear of the Snook & Austin building, 


but “ne smoke in there was so dense that | 


they: were finally compelled to flee to es- 
cape suffocation.

House of Commons Comm tlee 
Re70:'s Aga'ns! Tham, 


The Report Also Suggests That Reg- 
ulations Should Be Imposed on 
Foreign Vessels Partici- 
pating in British and 
Colonial Trade. 


London, December 9.—The report of 
the select committee of the house of 
commons on steamship subsidies was is- 
sued this evening. Its general tenor is 
Aistinctly against the principal of grant- 


ing subsidies. 

The committee finds that British ship- 
owners have not suffered much from the 
fostering effects of subsidies paid by for- 
eign governments, that subsidies are 
merely minor factors and that commer- 
ial skill and industry were the major 
factors in the recent development of the 
shipping and trad> of ~ certain foreign 
eountries, notably Germany. 

It is also found by the committee that 
subsidies restrict free competition and fa- 
cilitate the establishment of federations 
and. shipping rings, and that therefore 
a general system of subsidies except for 
services randered, and without govern- 
ment control of the maximum rates on 
freights, is costly and inexpedient. 

In rare cases where, in view of special 
imperial considerations, subsidies may be 
desirable, the committee declares the: con- 
ditions must include adequate speed and 
forbid the sale or hire of any subsidized 
ship without the permission of the gov- 
ernment. 

The committee suggests that regyla- 
tions should be imposed on foreign ves- 
sels participating in the British and co- 
jonial trade of the empire, as a means 
for securing reciprocal advantages for 
British shipowners abroad. Dealing with 
the Morgan transfer, the report says: 

“Tf the American railway management 
unites with the steamship management a 
very influential undertaking may perhaps 
be formed, but too many interests are 
often involved to make such combinations 
quite as powerful as they might be sup- 
posed to be. It remains, however, quite 
eértain that the transfer o. British ships 
to foreign flags. whetner owning foreign 
subsidies or otherwise. may cause serious 
results, such as developing new trades 
in which British shipowners, without 
government backing, cannot engage, and 
the substitution of foreign officers and 
crews for British.’’ 


WRIGHT ON THE PHILIPPINES. 


Vice Governor Says Lower Tariff Is 
Necessary. 

Washington, December 9.—Before the 
house committee on insular possessions 
today General Luke E. Wright, vice gov- 
ernor of the Philippines, said, in his 
opinion, the tariff of 75 per cent which 
now obtains on all products shipped from 
the Philippines to the United States real- 
ly amounts-to a prohobition. He pleaded 
for larger and more liberal trade rela- 
tions with the islands, and said that the 
Ships bringing sugar and tobacco to this 
country should take back American prod- 
“As a mere matter of sentiment,”’ 
said he, “I think there is hardly anything 
congress could do that would have such 
a fine effect upon Filipinos as to establish 
more intimate trade relations.’’ 

It would, he said, remove the impres- 
sion which exists among them that the 
Americans are there to exploit the islands 
and not to give them the benefit of Amer- 
ican markets. 

The possibilities of sugar production in 
the Philippines, he said, would be un- 
limited were the importation of Chinese 
labor permitted. Replying to a question 
if it would be better for the United States 
to produce its own sugar and obviate the 
necessity for shipping it across the Pa- 

_ «tific, Mr. Wright said that as a Philippine 
commissioner he was bound to advance 
the interests of the Filipino people. He 
next discussed the question of Philippine 
currency, and urged authority for the 
commission to issue temporary certifi- 
cates of indebtedness, which shall be 
redeemable in gold coin and which could 
be exchanged for the peso. He was not, 
he said, in favor of unlimited coinage,

Repub‘ican Sena‘ors Will Not 
Allow Passag> of Moastre 


While the House May Pass Some 
Kind of Bill To ‘Fool the Peo- 
ple, the Senate Will Kill 
It, Fearing To Injure 
Trusts.

Washington, December 9.—(Special.)— 
indifference of leading republicans will 
be responsible for the failure of the house 
committee on judiciary to report any anti- 
trust bill before the Christmas holidays. 

A few days ago it seemed certain that 
the committee would report what is 
known as the “publicity” bill, and also 
the bill making certain amendments in 
the Serman, act, before the holidays. A 
special sub-committee had been appointed 
to consider these measures and had prac- 
tically completed its work when some one 
of the republicans on the judiciary com- 
mittee suggested that, in view of tbe fact 
that there were other anti-trust bills 
pending, it would be best to enlarge the 
sub-committee and send all of these 
measures to it. This suggestion was acted 
upon and a trust sub-committee was ap- 
pointed, consisting of Messrs. Littlefield, 
Thomas of Iowa and Powers of Massa- 
chusetts, republicans, and Messrs. DeAr- 
mond of Missouri and Clayton of Alaba- 
ma, democrats. 

A Multitude of Bills. 

When this committee began its labors, it 
found that there were eighteen separate 
and distinct anti-trust bills to be con- 
sidered. It was determined, on the advice 
of the republican leaders, that instead of 
reporting the ‘“‘publicity’’ and Sherman- 
act bills, as had at first been determined, 
these should be set aside and the sub- 
committe should endeavor to agree upon 
a single bill carrying its ideas of a com- 
plete cure for the trust evil. 

The result is as might have been expect- 
ed, and as was doubtless intended by 
those astute republican politicians who 
advised the change. The committee is up 
to its ears in trouble. The democratic 
members are anxtous to push forward the 
work as rapidly as possible. and Mr. Lit- 
tlefield seems willing enough to move in 
the same direction, but the.other mem- 
bers of the sub-committee arAin no hur- 
ry. While, if they had been let alone, the 
members of the first sub-committee would 
have had two bills ready by this time, no 
real progress has been made since the 
new sub-committee began its endeavor to 
consolidate the different anti-trust sug- 
gestions into a single measure. There is 
a bare possibility that something may 
come out of the sub-committee before the 
holiday recess, but there is a very slim 
chance of such a measure being acted 
upon by the full judiciary committee be- 
fore the middle of January. 

Where the Bills Will Die. 

It is not-in fhe house, however, that 
anti-trust legislation is to receive its 
death blow. The republican leaders will 
prowably let something go through that 


body just as a means of fooling the peo- | 


ples but a real anti-trust bill stands ab- 
solutely no chance of being passed by the 
republican senate. 

While some few republican senators 
seem to think it may be necessary be- 
fore the next election to put through a 
bill like the so-called ‘publicity’ bill or 
something equally harmless, the majority 
of them are frank enough to say that the 
trusts must not be disturbed. Of course, 
they do not say that in just these words. 
They talk about the ‘‘danger of disturbing 
the present prosperity;’’ of how this is 
fhe “era of corporations,” and of how 
“they themselves, So far as they have 
been able to discover, have not been in- 
jured by the trusts’’—the inference being 
that if they have not been hurt nobody 
else has. They sneer at Mr. Littlefield’s 
valiant crusade. They declare that his 
‘publicity’ bill would have no other ef- 
fect than to place in the hands of a 
business corporation the power to ascer- 
tain all of the facfs about its rival's 
business—not only those facts which are 
now placed on file whenever corporation 
papers are taken out, but inside facts 
concerning the methods of business which, 
while they might do good in some in- 
stances, are much more likely, it is ar- 
gued, to be used as a means by which 
to destroy the business of legitimate 
corporations by furnishing their rivals 
with the facts about their opepations. 

Will Not Strengthen Thinga. 

It is claimed that neither of Mr. Lit- 
tlefield’s bills—that providing for pub- 
licity nor thdt amending the Sherman 
law—can by any possibility improve the 
present situation. It is pointed out, for 
instance, that the Shermag law now on 
the statute books goes just as far in 
the line of anti-trust legislation as does 
either of these Littlefield bills, or both of 
them put together,

FIREMEN VERY NARROWLY 
ESCAPE FALLING WALLS 

Upon two occasions yesterday firemen 
had narrow escapes Yrom being crush- 
ed beneath falling walls during the prog- 
ress of the fire. In each instance a num- 
ber of firemen were compelled to ey J 
desperate run, while the spot where they 
stood a few seconds previously was cov- 
ered gvith a heap of bricks and o@her de- 
bris. The escapes wére complete, how- 
ever, and during the whole progress of the 
battle with the flames none of the fire- 
men were injured. 

The first of the narrow eScapes occurred 
while the Snook & Austin building was a 
seething mass of flames. 

Assistant Chief Henry P. Haney and # 
squad of firemen were fighting the fire 


‘from the railroad with ‘three lines of hose. 


The wall, fronting the railroad, soon be- 
gan to yield to the intense heat, and, 
swaying out of line, fell with a loud 
crash. The fire fighters saw the wall be- 


out of harm’s way when the mass of 
prick*fell. They were not quick enough, 
however, to get all of the hose away, 
and a section of one of the lines was 
buried under the debris. Late yesterday 
afternoon the hose was dug out. 

Shortly afterwards, while two lines of 
hose were playing on the front of the 
same building from the viaduct, the. front 
wall collapsed and the firemen handling 
the hose had to run to get out of its way. 
Chief *Joyner would not allow his men to 
place themselves in any more danger than 
possible, ag he says he realized the un- 
safe condition of the walls. 

About 10:30 o’clock in the morning. 
Building Inspector F. A. Pittman pre- 
nounced dazgerous a large section of the 
Peacntree etreet wall of the Norcross 
buildir.g ani ordered it oulled down. This 
was done by firemen shortly after ll 
o’clock, the scene proving an interesting 
feature of the conflagration. A number of 
firemen on top of a building across the 
street pulled down the wall by means of a 
strong rope fastened to the top af the 
wall. a; 

Mr. Pittman stated that he would make 
an examination of the remaining walls, 
after they cooled, probably today, and de- 
eide whether it is safe to allow them to 
stand. The front walis of the Norcross 
building and the Williams house and the 
partitioning wall between the two dulld- 
ings, as well as a few sections of walls 
of the other buildings, are still etanding. 
KIMBALL WAS ENDANGERED 

BY FALLING SPARKS 

While the fire was at its highest, great 
pieces of blazing fragments were wafted 
on the, wind Dver other buildings in the 
business district, many of which fell on 
the roof of the Kimball house. I' was 
feared for a time that the big hos‘lery 
might fall prey to the flames and for a 
short while lively scenes were witnessed 
there. As a precautionary measure, Man- 
ager J. BE. Hickey had all the guests in 
the house awakened and many of these 
sighting the blazing buildings only a

for little less than an hour during the 
morning. The cross town routes, 
which lay across the viaduct, were 
changed.to Broad and Forsyth streets, 
and within a short while cars were run- 
hing across town, although regular sched- 
ules were not in operation until after 
noon. West End and Inman Park cars 
and cars on the Marietta and Decatur 
street lines transferred at the scene of 
the fire. After the dangerous walls along 
the viaduct had been pulled down and 
the street cleared of’ debries, the direct 
cross-town routes Were resumed. 

Two hose jumpers were brought into 
use, being placed at Edgewood avetiue 
and Peachtree street, permitting cars to 
Pass over two lines of hose. Superintend- 
ent Nym Hurt was on the scene and per- 
sonally superintended. the operation of 
the cars. He stated that if the company 
+had posfessed more hose jumpers, the 
cars could have been run to better ad- 
vantage. He said he intended to obtain 
a sufficient supply during the present 
week. 


CHIEF JOYNER’S VIEW 
OF THE CONFLAGRATION 

When asked yesterday afternoon for a 
statement, regarding the fire, Chief Joy- 
ner said: 

“The fire apparently ignited in the 
basement of the Snook & Austin Furni- 
ture Company building. The flames had 
gained great headway, the building be- 
ing like a furnace when the department 
arrived. When I jumped from my buggy 
“on the viaduct the structure was en- 
veloped in smoke, so dense that I could 
hardly see the building. When we forced 
an entrance into the building the interior 
was @ mass of flame. I realized that we 
had a hard fight on our hands, and I im- 
mediately turned in the  three-three 
alarm, which called every company in 
the department to the scene. 

“It was the space of-only a few min- 
utes until the flames broke through the 
roof and began eating their way into the 
rear of the Willlams house and into the 
stores On both sides. The flames beat 
furiously against the Norcross building 
and soon ate their way through the rear 
windows. I am confident we would have 
been able to save that building had it 
been equipped with iron shutters. These 
were missing, however, and there was 
nothing over the windows to stop the 
progress of the fire. The fire wall be- 
tween the Williams house and Rose’s 
place aided us in checking the flames 
in that direction. The spread of the fire 
was rapid. 

“AS a protection to other portions of 
the city I kept two of the apparatus and 
alternating forces of men in reserve. 
During the fire two other alarms were 
rung in and were answered by the re- 
serve. Practically ,po damage was done 
in either instance... A few shingles on a 


house on Mitchell street and one on 
Fair street were burned.’’ 


THE POLICE FORCE 
KEPT CROWDS BACK 

In a few minutes after the fire was dis- 
covered Chief Ball was on.the scene. He 
met Captain Thompson and they imme- 
diately had the ropes stretched and a4 
Squad of men on hand to protect the fire- 
men from the crowd of spectators. 

With the ropes up and the police on 
hand to kéep the crowd back, the firemen 
were not interfeted with by those who 
went to the scene of the conflagration, 
The best of order was kept. 

“I always leave orders at the folice 
barracks with the janitor,” stated Chief 
Ball last night, “to notify me when I 
may be needed, and this morning the 
night janitor lost no time in coming after 
“me. Captain Thompson was already on 
hand and doing all that was possible to 
keep back the crowd. He and I had the 
ropes stretched and we found ho diffi- 
culty in keeping order. I never saw the 
firemen work harder in my life, and the 
fire department did good work. But for 
this the fire might have been more disas- 
trous, as a high wind was blowing and 
the flames had gained considerable head- 
way. It was with the cooperation of 
Chief Joyner that I secured the fire ropes 
a short while ago, and it was proved to- 
day what a great necessity they were. 
I. was proud of the manner in which my 
men acted, and I cannot find words to

U, Birdsong Is Killed Heat 
Jacksonvills, 


Seaboard Air Tine Flagman Makes 
His Last Run—-Family Notified 
by Telegram—Other Cen- 
tral City News in Brief.

By either leaping. or falling from 2a 
passenger train, running at a high rate of 
speed, J. H. Birdsong, an old Macon boy, 
lost his life last night on the Plant line, 
between Jacksonville and Savannah. 
The details of the accident are not 


known here, the information reaching the 
city through a telegram from the rail- 
road officials at Savannah to the chief 
of police here. 

In the message it is stated that Bird- 
song jumped from the train near Jack- 
sonville and wag instantly killed. ‘The 
chief of police was requested to locate 
the family..of. the dead man, and advise 
the road as to the disposition of the body, 
which is now in an undertakers place in 
Jacksonville. It did not require any hard 
labor to locate the dead man’s family, 
His wife, with two small children, was 
found at Mrs. Birdsong’s mother's home, 
771 Third street. 
in Macon, too, and can be found at 406 
Mulberry street. Young Birdsong had 
been -werking.a long time for. the Seaboard 
Air Line, running as a flagman between 
Americus and Savannah. A féw months 
ago hhe.was. injured .while. in. the. dis- 
charge of his dufles, and when able to 
resume ‘work, ‘went on''a’ run: bétween 
Savannah ard Jacksonville. He has been 
away from home for some time, Dut is 
well remembered by many people of the 
city. -He Was a nephew. of the late. Nat 
Birdsong, at one time connected with the 
sferiff's office. . He was considered in- 
dustrious and gober, and was devoted to 
his family. Acting Chief of Police Mur- 
phy wired the officials of the road to for- 
ward the body here for burial, but so far 
nothing ha&S been heard as to the time of 
its departure for Macon. Birdsong was 
30 years of age. He is survived by a 
brother and several half brothers and sis- 
ters. 

Undertaker Hart sent a man to Jackson- 
ville tonight for Birdsong’s body. It will 
arrive in Macon over the Southern Thurs- 
day, and will be laid to rest In Rose Hill 
that afternoon.

The bill sought to give authority 
to the city.council to levy a street tax 
and change the time when voters should 
register to take part im municipal elec- 
tions. 

Mr. Calvin, of Richmond, offered an 
amendment stipulating that, before. the 
bill became effective the people of Au- 
gusta be givén an opportunity to express 
themselves upon the question. Mr. 
Dunbar’s amendment was acceptable to 
Mr. Calvin, who withdrew his amend- 
ment. The Dunbar amendment sent the 
question to the newecity council for action 
before becoming of force.

state, of each confederate soldier, wno 
so died by verification with the confeder- 
ate archives in the war department at 
Washington, District of Columbia; cause 
to be erected over said graves, white 
head marble stones similar to those re- 
ently placed over the graves in the ‘con- 
federate section,’ in the national ceme- 
tery at Arlington, Va., similérly inscribed, 
to build proper fencing for the preserva- 
Hon of said burial grounds, and to care 
for said burial grounds in all proper re- 
spects not herin specifically mentioned.”

death. It has created considerable ad- 
verse comment and eriticism on the part 
of a number of the president’s closest 

There is a possibilitv of Mr. RParrett’s 
name being held up in the senate, and 
there may yet develop a fight against his 
confirmation. 

The former minister to Siam, who suc- 
ceeds in keeping his name in the news- 
through his work for the St. 
Louis exposition. has not made a favor- 
able impression upon a\number of Pres- 
ident Roosevelt's warmest friends in the 
senate. More than one of these has, 
however, expressed wonder at the ap- 
pointment only to have {i brought home 
to )6tnhem”§6 6that they themselves stand on 
the records as indorsing Barrett for this 
Or some other high diplomatic post. 

Character of the Indorsement. 

As one high official of the adminfstra- 
tion. in commenting upon the annoint- 
ment. put it: “‘Barrett was appointed on 
the recommendation of fifty senators who 
did not want to see him: get the piace.’ 

The Hon, John Barrett is not unknown 
to Atlanta. He {fs a tall and rather im- 
posing looking person with a fog-horn 
voice and a tendency, to use it upon every 
possible occasion. He was one of the 
beneficiaries of Cleveland’s tendency to 
pick up unknown people and put them In 
high place. Just as Eckles was made 
comptroller of the currency when he 
would have been glad to have a far less 
important position, so Barrett was made 
minister to Siam, when an ordinary con- 
sulate would have been perfectly satisfac- 
tory to the men who stood sponser for 
him. He then posed as a democrat, but 
after he had lost his position and saw 
the trend of events, he went to the Phil- 
ippine islands to come back a strong ex- 
pansionist and republican. 

A year or more ago-he made an effort 
to secure the dismissal of Colonel Buck 
in order that he himself might get the 
place. As there. was no likelihood of 
such a change being made, a good many 
republican senators indorsed his applica- 
tion. When‘he failed he put up a strong 
talk to President Roosevelt and got from 
him the promise that should a vacancy 
occur in the Japanese mission he should 
have -the place. 

His Work for the Republicans. 

Barrett makes strong claims concern- 
ing the work he did in the last presi- 
dential campaign for the republican tick- 
et. A high official of the republican na- 
tional committee said to me, in discuss- 
ing this claim, that “Barrett was more 
than well paid for all the work he did 
for the party.” 

Another prominent republican, a west- 
ern member of tha house, who is a man of 
wealth and doesn’t object to using his 
money in his campaigns, told me that 
Barrett was assigned to make speeches in 
his district. where the normal republi- 
can majority is something like 17,000. 
When his campaign managers came to 
him with their. little list, showing the 
speakers who were to be paid and the 
amounts they ought to receive, this gen- 
tleman ran his pencil through Barrett's 
name and said he would pay nothing 
whatsoever for this man, who “did more 
harm than he did good.’’ 

Republicans do not hesitate to discuss 
this Barrett appointment in highly un- 
complimentary terms. It may be senators 
will regard it as a personal appointment 
of the president's, and will, therefore, 
not oppose confirmation. 

One thing is certain! If Mr. Barrett is 
confirmed by the full republican vote of 
the senate a number of senators will vote 
for him who do not think he ought to 
go as the representative of this govern-

I reimemper, Mr. Justice, being 
toid by an American who was a stanch 
friend of yours, and.one of the greatest 
lawyers and most patriotic citizéns whom 
this country had—yonn Mason Brown— 
that he came back from a trip from 
the West aS a young. man of 2], just at 
ine timeot the outbreak of the civil war, 
just after Sumter had been fired upon, 
and his mother brought down tno him the 
sword that his tather had carried in the 
Mexican war, and gaid to him: ‘My 
son, this is the sword your father carried. 
I hope you will dtaw. it on the side that 
defends the flag for..which ypur father 
fought, but for one side or the other, 
draw 1t you must.’ (Applause.) 

“In any audience.in any state of the 
union, take it as far north as you wish, 
I can appeal with confidence to the people 
l address when |] say .that next to the 
homage we pay to the men who proved 
the truth of their endeavor as they bat- 
tied- in the bive uniform is the homage 
we pay to the men-who, with equal sin- 
cerity, with equal devotion, to the right 
as it was given them to see tne right, 
wore the gray. (Loud and continuous 
applause.) 

“And having said that, I am sure that 
none of my friends wnd fought in the 
confederate service will misunderstand 
me, or will grudge what I.am .about to 
say, when I say that the greatest debt 
owed by this country to any set of men 
is owed by it to those men of the so- 
called border states, the men who in 
statesmanship followed Clay and the 
crittendens and the Blairs: the men who 
as soldiers fought on the same side with 
Thomas and Farragut, the men who were 
for the union, without regard to whether 
their .mmediate associates were for it 
or not. (Loud applause.) : 

‘In New York, in Massachusetts, in 
Illinois, in Iowa, the men who stood for 
the union went-with the stream. dn parts 
of Kentucky, of Virginia. of Missouri, 
they stemmed the torrent. (Applause.) 
And, Magee I am half a southerner 
myself. Two of my uncles fought in the 
confederate navy. One of them served 
the father in law of Vice Governor Luke 
Wright. of the Philippine islands: And 
so I think I have the right to say that, 
knowine the southern people as I do, 
I would heartily advocate fighting twice 
as herd as you fought from 1861 to 1865 
for the privilege of staying in the same 
union with them.’ (Laughter and ap- 
plause.) 

As the president took his seat, Mr. 
MacVeagh introduced Justice Harlan. The 
cheering was so prolonged that it was 
some time before the justice could 
speak. 

Justice Wlarlan, after 
pleasure at the signal honor done him, 
said that if his countrymen thought that 
he nad discharged the duties of his office 
with conscientious’ regard for what he 
deemed to be the law and with an eye 
single to the ends of justice and right 
and truth, his descendants would have 
in this estimate of his judicial life a 
legacy more precfous than any that he 
possibly could leave to them. 

He rejoiced that in the judgment of 
America the supreme court had steadily 
held the country in the path of safety. 
“so that today our people believe that 
the preservation of the union, under the 
constitution, is the surest guarantee of 
liberty regulated by law, as well as of 
the success of aj] movements and all 
policies demanded by the common good. 

There is abundant reason, he said, to 
believe that the people confide in its pa- 
triotism. its integrity and its learning, 
and have an abiding faith that no perma- 
nent or irreparable harm will come to the 
republic by any action the supreme court 
will ever take. 

Other speakers of the evening were 
Chief Justice Fuller, Justice Brewer, 
Senator Hoar. Hon. Edward Blake, of 
Canada: Judge Alexander P. Humphrey, 
of Kentucky, and Assistant Attorney Gen-

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UP-TO-DATE SAFE-CRACKING: 


The Dangerous Part Science May 
Play in Criminality. 

Rocky Mountain News: The Denver de- 
partment has been notified of an invention 
which may, in time, revolutionize the art 
of safe blowing. By it the aristocratic 
burglar of the future may ride to the 
side door of a bank in his automcobiie, 
leave the vehicie outside and, by connect- 
ing the eiectrical battery of bis machine 
with a small piece of carbon, meit his 
way rapidly through the iron doors which 
Stand between himself and fortune. A 
few minutes more, and he will ‘ave 
reached the inner recesses of the most 
modern sates, and wiil be in a position to 
help himself to all the riches which ar¢ 
stored before him. The invention was not 
made for the purpose of safe “cracking,’’ 
Lut, like many another invention, can ve 
used for safe blowing with profit. In- 
deed, its adaptability to the needs of the 
‘ professjon’’ makes it a dangerous in- 
vention, and .bankers in alj parts of the 
country are making inquiries regarding it. 

it is the invention of a man named 
Hauschke, who was born in Austin, Tex., 
twenty-six years ago. When he was 1s 
years of age he went to Chicago and 
there began his experiments which have 
culminated in one of the most remarkable 
inventions of the age, and which, if taken 
up by bank Durgiars, will render locks and 
safes useless. Mr. Hauschke did not in- 
tend it to be used for this purpose, but it 
can be used thus, nevertheless. 

The new invention is known as the car- 
bon point. and its operation would be 
sufficient to eat through the largest cable ‘ 
in the Brooklyn bridge inside of tour min- 
utes. Under its influence.the hardest 
Bessemer steel] melts and runs like lava, 
and chrome steel plates have been meited 
in tae twinkling of an eye. It is a hard 
piece of three-cornered carbon, and - is 
held between twe wooden handles. 
wooden handles are heid in the hands of 
the operator, and the carbon is connected 
with an electric current. An electric 
light wire wita the incandescent gSlobe 
removed will do the work admirably. The 
invention is intended for the rapid meit- 
ing of stee} and iron in foundries.
